even quiet elegance that descends to 
the fashion of dark brown gloves with 
heavy stitching that he wore.

in keeping with the man and his notable 
career in the field of letters and his 
acknowledged profession.

Ho now goes 
about the country with 
a troop of 
strolling play ers. * The bright particu­ 
lar star iu whoso wake he is traveling 
is a tenth-rate actress named Kate Ev- 
ersley . 
Lord Norton, tho former friend of 
the Earl, is living at Brighton, and 
recently lie was taken with an aris­ 
tocratic impulse to go a-slumming. 
In 
a dingy bar-room attached to a low 
music hall his lordship came across an 
interesting couple. 
They were very 
cozy over a pot of small beer, a half­ 
loaf aud a large Spanish onion, which 
they were sharing in a friendly spirit. 
One of the couple whose picturesque 
appearance had attracted Norton was 
Kate Everslev. 
The other was tho 
Earl of Donoughmore, 
Lord Norton 
w’as shocked, and lie gave vent to his 
feelings in a pathetic “My God!”

French Coach Horses.

is a very common impression, 
say s the America n Ag ricu ltu rist, 
that 
the ty pical horse of France is a strong, 
heavy , draft animal, like those depicted 
in liosa Bonlieur’s “Horse Fair,” or 
seen walking off with heavy loads in 
tin' streets of Chicago and some other 
Western cities. 
But there is another 
race of horses quite as valuable and 
useful in their way as the strong,active, 
uud docile giants of La IVrche and 
otiier parts of Normandy . 
The other 
race referred to is that of French 
coach horses. 
These horses .average 
between 1,300 and 
1,4 00 pounds in 
weight and about six teen hands high. 
They have small, bony heads, fine, 
sensitive ears, intelligent ey es, clean 
limbs, 
round, deep 
chests, strong 
loins, and are well ribbed up. 
Their 
general appearance is bloodlike and 
“natty .” 
Tin v are descendants of En­ 
glish thoroughbred horses, with occa­ 
sional cut-crosses upon natives, and all 
carefully bred for size, endurance, and 
the qualities needed for coach horses 
rather than racers. 
Their breeding 
has been made a special object at tlie 
great government haras or breeding 
stations, until the ty pe is thoroughly 
well established. 
They have been in­ 
troduced quite 
sparingly 
into this 
country within a few recent y ears and 
seem well adapted to certain work in 
both town and country . 
In addition to 
their great value as carriage horses 
they fill a place between the light, 
fleet roadster and thoroughbred on 
*000 
hand and the ponderous draft horse 
011 
the other; to be. in fact, what is gen­ 
erally understood as a general-purpose 
horse.

A sp ecial ea&tbound 
Michigan Central freight train was p ulling 
out of the y ard as the regular excursion 
train from Port Stanley ap p roached with ton 
coaches, literally p acked with residents oi 
this city and Lohdon. 
Engineer Harry Don­ 
nelly was in charge of the Port Stanley 
train, nnd ns he was crossing the bridge ho 
noticed, as t he fireman states, that t ho sema­ 
p hore wai closed against him. 
As ho ap ­ 
p roached Wellington street ho ap p lied the 
air-1.» rnh.es, but they refused to work. 
H j 
then whistled for brakes and reverse i his en­ 
gine l ut a , tho tender was what is known as 
a “screw lever," som etime was oceup iod iu 
reversing it. 
From Wellington street to the crossing the 
train ran with engine reversed. 
The violent 
whistling had alarmed the jNvlcKlrian.s nnd 
|M\.«K* ug*-r-< alike, and that a collision was un­ 
avoidable was evident. 
The p assengers com­ 
menced cm rging from car windows, and 
every available means of egress was taken 
advantage of. 
The majority of the p assen­ 
gers iu the car next to the engine had got out 
when Hie engine p lunged into the Michigan 
Central freight train, and as tho trains carnfl 
together, Engineer Donnelly could bo seen in 
the cab with his hand on tho lever » still en­ 
deavoring to make tho air-brakes work. 
As if fate wero linked to add 
ADDITIONAL HORROR 
to an already sufficiently ap p alling affair, the 
section of the freight train into which tho 
engine of the p assenger train p lowed con­ 
sisted of two cars containing tanks filled with 
crude oil nnd one car loaded with barrels of 
refined oil, and almost before tho p assengers 
heard the crash of the collision, it was fol­

W ashington C ity, Ju ly id.—Fu rther com­ 
plaints have been received at the general land 
office of the persecu tion by certain land grant 
railroad companies of settlers who have been 
awarded patents for land. 
David H. Brown, 
of San Bernandino cou nty, California, who 
states that his case is similar to that of many 
others, and whose homestead entry was pat­ 
ented in accordance with the su preme cou rt 
decision in the case of New hall vs, Sanger, 
says ho has been su ed in the United States 
circu it cou rt by the Sou thern Pacific Railroad 
company, which offers to compromise with 
him for $1,300. 
Brown says the company 
relies u pon railroad ju dges in California, 
and that the expenses of su its are so heavy 
that settlers can not afford to go u p to the 
su preme cou rt of the United States. 
Commissioner Sparks has advised Brown 
that the law in his caio is thorou ghly well 
settled by repeated decisions of the highest 
ju dicial tribu nal, and that su ite by railroad 
eompani-» » brou ght for the pu rpose of extort­ 
ing n compromise and secu ring payment for 
land to which the companies have no shadow 
of right or lawfu l claim, are, in his ju dg­ 
ment, in the natu re of blackmail, or of ma­ 
liciou s prosecu tions, for which criminal ac­ 
tion will probably lie against the agents of 
the company. The commissioner advises that 
settlers consu lt competent cou nsel and avail 
themselves of all of the remedies the law af­ 
fords. 
He states in this connection, that in 
the event of su ch case? going to tho su preme 
cou rt, ho will consider the propriety of re­ 
qu esting the attorney general to intervene iti 
U'halt of the United » States.

A relativ e of mine lias a large marsh 
u pon his estate, and here the great 
cranes made their su mmer home, bu ild­ 
ing their cu riou s nests there and rear­ 
ing their y ou ng.

rou nded by high grass, and it was his 
practice to creep throu gh and watch 
tbo birds u nobserv ed. 
The antics they 
wont throu gh wou ld be impossible to 
describe, say s a correspondent of the 
San Francisco Ca ll. 
Now' they wou ld 
caper along in pairs, stepping daintily 
with the winning gait of the ideal ex ­ 
q u isite, lifting their feathers or wings, 
tak ing short steps au d gradu ally work ­ 
ing themselv es u p to a bird frenzy of 
ex citement, when they wou ld leap into 
the air and ov er each other’s back s, 
tak ing short ru ns this way and that, all 
for the edification of the females stand­ 
ing by , and finally , after a series of 
these ex hibitions, the different birds 
selected tlieir mates. 
Among tho birds 
of the western hemisphere the cock - 
of-the-rock rank s nex t to the crane in 
the strangeness of its ev olu tions. 
The 
bird is confined to Sou th America, and 
is abou t the size of a small pigeon; has 
a bright orange web in the male, with 
a plu me-lik e arrangem ent u pon the 
head. 
It is a prou d bird, principally 
bu ilding its nest in rock y places not 
freq u ented by man. 
At the commence­ 
ment of the breeding season a party of 
birds, nu mbering from ten to twenty , 
assemble, and selecting a clear space 
among the rock s, form a ring or circle, 
facing inward. 
Now* a small bird tak es 
its place in the center and begins to 
hop abou t, toss its head, lift its wings, 
and go throu gh all the strange mov e­ 
ments possible, that 
appear to 
be 
watched with great interest by the rest. 
WJien the perform er is thorou ghly ex ­ 
hau sted ho retires to the circle and an­ 
other bird enters the ring, and so on, 
u ntil all hav e 
been 
throu gh tlieir 
paces, when the pairs probably mak e 
their selection. 
Often the birds arc so 
ex hau sted after the dances that they 
can hardly fiv , ly ing panting on the 
rock s.

H E N R IO r S A W F U L D E E D . 


({« 'culling the Strange Act of a French Ar­ 
tillery m an—The Horror« of War. 


Gen. Boulanger, the French Minis­ 
ter of W ar, has given to a battery in 
the outskirts of the town of Laon the 
name of the Henriot Battery. 
The be­ 
stowal of this name, says the Yo uth's 
Co mp a nio n 
, commemorates a dread- 


tn; deed of the French and German 
war in 1870, and puts the Government’s 
seal of heroism upon an act which lias 
commonly been deemed murderous, 
rather than heroic. 
On the 7th of 


September, in the year just named, the 
Grand Duke of Mecklenburg* Scliwer- 
in, at the head of a division of the 
German cavalry, arrived before the 
walls of Laon and commanded 
the 


French 
commander, Gen. Theremin 


d’Hame, to surrender. 
Laon was in wretched condition for 


defense. 
There hail been no prepara­ 
tion for a siege, and there was but a 
single company of regular troops in 
the towu. 
The 
inhabitants, 
panic- 


stricken by the c ntinual rush of fugi­ 
tives from the great disaster of Sedan, 
had not the courage to enable them to 
sustain a siege. 
Gen. d’Hame sur­ 
rendered, and with such haste that not 
even time enough was taken to destroy 
the war material of the place. 
On the iJth of September the Giand 


Duke of Mecklenburg and his troops 
entered the town, and were advancing 
toward the citadel, when two terrible 
explosions took place. 
The powder magazines at the citadel 


liad been blown up, and with them a 
large portion of the tow n had been ut­ 
terly destroyed. 
The ground was lit­ 
erally covered with the bodies of the 
slain. 
W hile the survivors were flying, 


the German soldiers bayoneted many 
unarmed French soldiers in their rage. 
Gen. d’Hame himself was m ortally 


wounded. rlh e French were by far the 
worst sufferers, for they had nineteen 
officers and 350 men killed and wound­ 
ed, while the Germuns lost fifteen of­ 
ficers and ninety-nine men. 
Who could have done this strange 


deed? 
It was ascertained later that it 


was an artillerym an named Henriot, 
who, when the surrender had been an­ 
nounced, was seen to burst into tears 
and then heard to say: 
“ I shall strike 
the blow!” 
H is “ blow” was the explo­ 
sion, and he was its first victim. 
Even the French at first regarded 


Henriot as a madman. 
W hy did he 


not, they asked, if he proposed to sac­ 
rifice his own and his comrades’ lives 
wait until the Germans had got within 
the citadel ? 
Bu t the ministry lias at 


last recognized the strange act as he­ 
roic by naming the battery at Laon 
after him, and by placing in the wall 
of the new citadel a plate of bronze 
bearing this inscription: 
“ To the memory of Dieudonne Hen­ 
riot, artillery guardsman, who buried 
himself beneath the ruins of the pow­ 
der magazine at Laon, 1870.” 
This incident illustrates the dark and 


destructive character of many of the 
deeds of valor in warfare. 


Aaron Bu rr. 
During the last illness of Aaron Burr, 


when he lay dying at New Brighton, 
my Uncle David was sent for to visit 
him. 
He found his patient past help, 


conscious of his doom and ready for it. 
Alone, shunned on all sides, impover­ 
ished, with no friend to close his eyes, 
I have always felt that he might have 
cried with Cain, “M y '’punishment is 
greater than I can bear.” 
M y uncle 


found him silent, morose, shabby, and 
cynical in the extreme— a wonderful 
contrast to the brilliant statesman and 
elegant leader of society whom lie had 
met as a youth at Kichmond H ill, his 
magnificent home in this city. 
B u rr 


said to my uncle that he was glad the 
end had come, and that he had wanted 
to die ever since his daughter Theodo­ 
sia had disappeared on her last ocean 
voyage; and then he broke forth into 
bitter denunciation of the “ hounds who 
bad pursued him to the grave. ” I have 
never wondered at his bitterness, and, in 
spite of the prejudice of an entire peo­ 
ple, I have always had compassion for 
Aaron Burr. 
The man who fought so 


gallantly at Quebec and on other fields, 
whom Washington made one of his 
personal staff, who was Vice President 
of the United States, and, for seven 
Jm llots, tied Thomas Jefferson for the 
Presidency, had certainly some re­ 
deeming traits. 
He was a duelist— so 


were D eW itt C linton, Collector Swart- 
wout, Recorder “D icky” Riker, the ed­ 
itor James Watson Webb, and scores 
of other notable Xew-Yorkers, who 
were accustomed on slight occasions to 
step over to YVeehawken and adjust 
their little differences “ in a gentlemanly 
fashion” with pistols. 
And finally he 


had a dream of building a great em­ 
pire in tho Southwest— such as Sam 
Houston afterward realized, at the ex­ 
pense of Mexico. 
I find Burr, after 


his duel with Hamilton, received with 
unusual 
honors at Richmond 
and 


W ash ngton, and made the subject of 
special personal attention by President 
Jefferson, Secretary Gallatin, and Mr. 
Madison; but at the same time I find 
his political and personal integrity 
doubted, and his financial embarrass­ 
ments became hopeless, and in this I 
see the beginning of the end. 
It was a 


wreck, though a splendid one.—F tlix 
Old b oy, in the New Yo rk Po st,

it would gbe him in coin 


$(5,030,000, and, with tho slaves aud 
lands in proportion, a wealth of < ver 
$120,000,000. This man Pythius, with­ 
out touching his silver and g Id, enter­ 
tained at tho city of Cela iu* the army 
of Xerxes, over 5,000,000 strong, in his 
invasion of Greece; and on a previous 
occasion made King Darius, Xerxes’ 
father, a magnific ent present— a golden 
plane tree and vino.

THE POPULATION OF CHINA. 


A Matter of Mu-ch Doubt—Now 400,000,. 
OOO of People In China. 
The population of Chinn has been a 
matter of much discussion mid doubt 
among foreig ners. It has been claimed 
that the figures of the Chinese census nro 
much too high. 
There is, howev er, no 
known reason why the officials of that 
country should exaggerate their popula­ 
tion. 
There is no disputing the fact that 
the means existing there for arriv ing at 
an accurate census are most ample. 
Ev ery house must liav e a list of its in­ 
mates hung at its door, and a v iolation of 
this is v isited with punishment. 
The 
imperial and local taxes are based in part 
upon the numbers of the people. 
The 
most difficult task imposed upon the pro­ 
v incial rulers is the furnishing the amounts 
of money demanded by the imperial gov ­ 
ernment, and any excessiv e census return 
would only increase that difficulty. 
It 
is only a fair presumption that if the cen­ 
sus returns are incorrect tliut they are 
too small rather than too large.
